Senator Johnson again stands, after. a 
lapse of eight stirring years, at the parting 
of the ways. For the second time a Na- 
tional Republican Convention has refused 
to be intimidated by his bluster and his 
threats, has déclined to placate him by a 
compromise of Republican principles; and 
the immutable problem of Hamlet's so- 
Iiloquy, “To be, or not to be,” confronts 
him—whether it is better to accept the 
chastening that he has received from the 
party he sought vainly to destroy and oc 
cupy a subordinate position in its ranks, 
or to break forth again through the old 
exit and strive anew to form a third party 


dis- 
content. 


“Senator Johnson possesses the inalien- 
able t of self-determination. He is 
free to make his choice; but he cannot, 
escape the consequences. Eight years of 
bitter experience have brought him white 
hairs and indigestion; and he has seen his 
filusions of personal popularity fall petal 
by petal like a blown rose, as State after 
State has turned him down. He now gazes 


Hr years ago Hiram Johnson. then 
but two years in politics, went to 


Chicago as a Republican Governor at the 
head of a delegation to the National Re 


publican Convention. Flushed with two 


California victories he felt himself bigger 

his party environment. He accepted 
the plaudits that greeted him as tribute to 
Hiram Johnson the individual and not to 


a leader of the Republican party. When. 


he found the majority of the convention 

ved by his arguments, he began to 
luster and threaten. He imagined that 
the delegates were children in intellect, to 
be frightened by the hooting of oratoricel 
owls. 

When he lost his first national fight he 
rushed forth from the convention in a 
blind frenzy and took the initiative in form- 
ing’ a third party. He denounced the men 
who for twelve years had written Repub- 
lican platforms and who had aided in en- 
acting those principles mto Federal laws 
as grafters and thieves. He told the peo 
ple that the alleged prosperity of sixteen 
Republican years was a monstrous hoax, 
that the people didn’t know how miserable 
they were; that what they had been taught 
to regard as human rights were gross hu- 
man wrongs. Like a hypochondriac, he 


recounted all the ilis of society, everything - 


that Was was wrong: and he alone pos- 
sessed the secret of the squibs and pills 
that would restore the national health. 

When the campaign was over the third 
party had alienated enough Republican 
votes to deliver the government of the na- 
tion over to the Democrats. The result 
of that election disillusioned most of those 
who had followed the third party leader 
ship, and California was the only State in 
which the movement survived. That one 
campaign had given to the people of the 
East the true meastire of Hiram Johnson. 
Never since 1912 has he appeared as a 
dominant figure in politics outside Call- 
fornia. But his native State continued to 
cling to him with all the indulgence of a 
fond parent for a wayward son. 

III 


ENATOR JOHNSON will do well to re- 

flect, however, t there is a limit, 
even to parental gence. The multi- 
Diied wrongs of the past cannot be for- 
gotten. Hiram Johnson stole the Re- 
publican State Committee in 1912. filling it 
with Progressives. He deprived the Re 
‘publicans of the State of the right to cast 
their ballots for a Republican candidate 
for President through placing Progressives 
in the Republican column under the Re 
publican party insignia. 

After the election was over he declared 
in a published statement that the Re- 
publican party was dead, that there re- 
mained only a cadaver, a stinking, lifeless 
thing. He declared that any alliance with 
the old Republican leaders would be “an 


- alliance with death and a covenant with 
His words were then widely ap- 


hell.” 
plauded—in Democratic circles. But they 
arose like the sins of youth to lash him 
during his late campaign. 

In 1914 his Progressive campalen within 
the State resulted in sending for the first 
time in a generation a Republican minority 
to the lower house of Congress, and in 
the election of a Democratic United States 
Senator. His friends announced that it 
Was a just penalty inflicted on the Repub- 
lican party for refusing to stay dead. 

The next year he forced through the 
machine-controlied Legislature a bill abol- 
: ishing all political parties in California. 
This bill was intended to punish the voters 
of the State because a majority of them 
had declined in 1914 to change their party 
registration from Republican to Progres- 


‘give. But a protest came from the national 
Democratic leaders, as well as from the 


national leaders of the Republican party. 
This caused a combination of the Repub 
lican and Democratic forges against the 
Johnson machine; and the no-party bills 
were beaten in a referendum election. 


That campaign was unique in this, it was 
the only time since 1912 that Johnson has 
made a campaign in the State without 
open combination with the Democrats 
against the Republican party. Came the 
1916 campaign and Johnson secured the 
Republican nomination for United States 
Senator, although running as a Progres- 
‘sive, under the solemn pledge that he 
would use his influence to carry the State 
for Hughes. As soon as he secured that 
indorsement he made-a combination with 
the forces supporting Wilson for President. 
Through his treachery California was lost 
to the Republican party, and with it the 
Presidency. Again his friends said that he 
was punishing the Republican party for 
thwarting Johnson's personal political am- 
bitions. 

Four years of Democratic inefficiency 
and extravagance followed. We are paying 
today in high’ prices the penalty for that 
betrayal of Hughes by Johnson. The inci- 
dents of the late Presidential campaign 
are too present in the average mind to ne- 
cessitate recapitulation. 

TV. 

N eight years Hiram Johnson passed 

completely around the vicious circle. 
Those who had profited by his perfidies led 
him to believe that he had cowed and ter- 


rified the Republican leaders. They told 


him that his campaign to capitalize discon- 
tent had been a success; that if he would 
but make a combination with Hearst and 
the disloyal interests that Hearst repre 


sents he could seize the Republican 


nation for President. Pe 

Had Hiram Johnson been a wiser man 
he would have known that an alliance 
with Hearst was the real alliance with 
death. Had he been less biinded by preju- 
dice and ambition he would have read the 
true portent of the lose of the Democratic 
nomination for President by Clark in 1912. 
At that time Wilson was comparatively 
unknown. Clark had carried the direct 
primary States by big majorities and went 
to the convention with more than two 
votes to Wilson’s one. But, in an evil 
hour, he had made a combination with 
Hearst. The Hearst claque was there, in 
the press box and in the galleries: and 
when the delegates discovered the alliance 
that Clark had made, his nomination be- 
came impossible. | 

With a much less worthy cause Johnson 


‘made a similar combination this year, and 


his defeat was rendered doubly sure. The 
vampire must have its victim in every 
cam paign. 

Johnson should have known that Hearst 
has climbed to his present doubtful promſ- 
nence, not over the hodies of his enemies 
but on the prostrate forms of those who 
have been so foolish as to associate them- 
selves with him. But if Johnson had been 
wise enough to discover that, he would 
have been wise enough not to spend eight 
years in a fruitiess effort to destroy the 
Republican party. It is on those blinded 
by personal ambition that Hearst the vam- 
pire feeds. 

HROUGH this tangled maze Hiram 
Johnson found his way again last 
week to a Republican National Convention. 
His claquers were still round him. Lut 
there was a difference. The places in his 
California delegation that were filled efght 
years ago by sincere but misguided enthu- 
slasts were occupied by California million- 
aires, representing his alliance with what 
he once so roundly denounced as “big busi- 
ness.“ 

It was not until his name was presented 
to the convention that the disillusionment 
came, that he saw his hopes turn like dead 
sea fruit into ashes on his lips. Where 
he had expected cheers, hisses and jeers 
and hoots came. When his name was ut- 
tered a shout of “No!” rose from the throats 
of the delegates that fairly rocked the Coll- 
seum. Never before, not even on La Fol- 
lette, had such humfliation been visited on 
a candidate for the Republican nomination 
for President. | 

During the two days of balloting many 
combinations were made, 
mises were effected. But it is not of rec- 
ord that combinations were sought with 
the Johnson delegates. To speak plainly, 
‘there were too many radicals and German 
sympathizers among them. Every other 
candidate knew that an alliance with the 


Johnson forces would alienate from him.

broke away of its own accord; the others 
sat, humiliated and hog-tied, while a Re- 
publican statesman who had never be- 
trayed his party was nominated for Presi- 
dent.

O HIRAM JOHNSON stands again, flat 
footed and brain-fagged, where he 
stood at the close of the Republican con- 
vention of 1912. But he stands almost 
alone. The sincere enthusiasts who sup 
ported his cause eight years ago have de- 
parted. The banners that floated above the 
hosts who stood at Armageddon are en- 
twined with the Republican standards. 
Only the tempter, Hearst, remains to 
whisper in his ear new schemes for venge- 
ance. Mhe fact that Senator Johnson still 
hesitates discloses that he, too, is begin- 
ning to distrust the consels of Hearst. 
And while Senator Johnson hesitates it 
is meet that other leaders and near-leaders 
in American politics should consider, in 
the light of the experience of the last 
eight years, whether it pays to be a dema- 
gogue; whether party regularity is, after 
all, only a device of the politicians; 
whether he who plays the part of a de 
serter can escape the penalty. ‘ 
- The American people are not a natfon 
of hypochondriacs. They are not ready to 
admit that everything that is is wrong. 
From the denunciations and platitudes of 
Hearst and Johnson they turn to the elo- 
quent faith ‘of Lincoln and McKinley. In 
his first campaign McKinley said: “Our ap- 
peal is not a false philosophy or vain the- 
ory, but an appeal to the masses of the 
American people, the plain, practical peo- 
ple whom Lincoln loved and trusted and 
whom the Republican party has always 
striven to serve The Republican 
party was dedicated to freedom forty years 
ago. It has been the party ef liberty and 


- emancipation from that hour; not of pro- 


fession, but of performance.” 

The Republican party has not departed 
from that tradition. Senator Johnson 18 
now debating whether to march with it or 
against it. Fortuitous circumstances have 
given to him the opportunity to close the 
breach through which he burst eight years 
ago. The defeat which he has suffered 
one which better men in the Republican 
party have endured. What is written in 
the past cannot be erased; but the page of 
the future is still blank.

HE A N LANGUAGE, 

Bureka! Here is good news for the 
boy who “hates grammar” and for that large 
proportion of the American public which 
is faithfully and painfully trying to forget 
the speech habits of its upbringing and the 
every-day vernacular of the common Amer- 
ican citizen. | 

H. L. Mencken, in his recent elaborate 
wot upon “The American Language,” 


states and proves that grammar as taught 
in our schools is “a formalism that is art! 


ficial, illogical and almost unintelligible— 
a formalism borrowed from English gram- 
marians and by them brought into English, 
against all fact and reason, from the Lat- 
in.” And he also declares “It is among the 
millions ignorant of regulation and eager 
only to express their ideas clearly and 
forcefully that language undergoes its great 
changes and constantly renews its vitality. 
These are the genuine makers of grammar, 


marching miles ahead of the formal gram- 


marians.”

people. He shows that our vernacular, so 
strenuously and futilely labored against in 
our common schools, is, after all; ordered 
and reasoned and has already made itself 
strongly felt in the construction and usage 
of the American language. He shows, for 
instance, that the double negative—that bete 
noire of the schoolma’am—was original- 
ly correct English and that in time it may 
again become accepted as entirely proper. 
Again “his'’h,” “our’n,” “their’n” are becom- 
ing acceptable forms as mine, for my own, 
is now unquestioned. I seen” and 1 
done” are but expressions of the tendency 
of the English language toward the obliter- 
ation of auxiliaries and tense distinctions. 
As for the adjective and the adverb— they 
tend more and more to coalesce in a part 
of speech which serves the purposes of 
both, and is simple and intelligible and sat- 
isfying.” 

In discussing the development of ‘the 


“American” language the author points out 
its two main characteristics as its uniform- 


ity throughout the country—which makes 


ft podsible for a New York street-car con- 


ductor to go to work at once in Chicago, 
New Orleans, San Francisco—or Los Ange- 
les—with the mere acquisition of a few 
localisms; and its impatient disdain of rule 
and precedent and hence its large capacity 
for taking in new words and phrases and 
manufacturing new locutions of its own ma- 
terials. He follows the growth of the lan- 
guage in this country by its adaptations of 
the mather English to the peculiar condi- 
tions and needs of the new country; by its 
adoption of Indian words and names; of 
the words needed from French, Span‘sh 
and Dutch settlers and of the terms and 
idioms of our later immigration; and, above 
all, our language has acquired richness and 
force from its own “sheer brilliance of im- 
agination.” 

And the once-despised “Americanisms” of 
the English critics. have gradually but sure- 
ly worked their way, not only into stand- 
ard speech of this country, but into the En- 


glish spoken—-and written—in England. In 


fact, the English language has been strong- 
ly modified by the American tongue, un- 
willingly as these modifications have been 
accepted. And yet the differentiation be- 
tween the every-day language of America 
and the ordinary expressions of cockney 
English are still so great that an American 
newspaper would bé difficult reading for 
the average cockney, and the unlettered 
American would apprehend with difficulty 
the common speech of a London cabby. 

The future of the English language is 
suggested by the quotation: ‘‘Three-fourths 
of the world’s mail matter is now addressed 
in English and more than half of the world’s 
newspapers are printed in English.” In 
1801 the English language was fifth in the 
list of spoken tongues. In 1911 the English 
tongue was spoken by 150,000,000 people; 
while .German, next in the list, was the 
tongue used by 130,000,000, and Russian 
was third, with 100,000,000. The great ad- 
vance in English-speaking has come mainly 
through the growth of the United States. 
It is the language spoken by the common 
people of our country which is spreading 
to Canada, to Australia, the Philippines and 
to every port of the world. 

Our author concludes that: “The Amer- 
scan dialect of English has gone further 
along the road thus opened ahead than the 
mother dialect and is moving faster. For 
this reason and because of the fact that 
it is spoken by @ far larger and more rap- 
idly multiplying body of people than the 
latter, it seems to me very likely that it 
will determine the final form of the lan- 
guage. For the old control of English over 
Amerioan to be reasserted is now quite. 
unthinkable: if the two dialects are not to 
drift apart entirely English must follow in 
American tracks.” 

Then let us speak the American language 
with strong hearts—and be not ashamed of 
our “Americanisms.” Let us do more—let 
us boldly call our tongue as the “Amer- 
ican” rather than English.“
